The Child Welfare Board of Mor¬ 
gan county met Wednesday evening, 
March 13, 1940, at 7:30 p.m. with the 
following members present: Bernard 
Whitt, Ova Haney, Judge C. P. Henry, 
Dr. Wright and Mrs. Blaine Niekell. 
Miss Flonnia Chambers, Child Wel¬ 
fare Consultant of Winchester, Ken¬ 
tucky, was also present. 

This Board was organized several 
months ago in compliance with the 
state law which requires that a coun¬ 
ty have a local Welfare Board before 
a Welfare Department can be estab¬ 
lished in that county. Ever since its 
organization this board has been try¬ 
ing to work out some way in which 
Morgan county can have a Welfare 
Department to take care of the many 
cases of underprivileged children 
who are in the county and who are, 
or should be, the responsibility of 
every citizen of the county. 

It would bo the work of this De¬ 
partment to find a suitable home for 
any child who had none, or should 
be removed from its present environ¬ 
ment for any reason, to provide 
clothes or food in cases where that 
was the need, to work with the local 
Department and Crippled 
•en’s Commission in procuring 
any child who 
in procuring medical at¬ 
tention for any child who is sick or 
,or perhaps provide recrea¬ 
tional facilities in rural communtes 
where none exist and the young peo¬ 
ple’s spiritual and moral lives are 
endangered as well as their physical.

Insects and Diseases of Strawberries 

Controlling insects and diseases is 
the most important feature in the 
strawberry crop. The crown borer 
is the most destructive insect in the 
strawberry crop. The adult insect is 
a reddish brown beetle about '4 inch 
long, which hibernates in or near the 
strawberry patch, in the soil or un- j 
der litter. The menace from crown I 
borer increases with the age of the 
patch. A slight infestation the first j 
year may increase greatly the second i 
or third year and completely destroy 
the field. The ways to control crown 
borer is to set only clean certified | 
plants 300 yards from the old patch. 
Use land that has been cultivated for 
the past two or three years and de¬ 
stroy old patch by plowing as soon

stands and knows how to cope with 
such problems in a businesslike and 
yet sympathetic way. 

But we don’t get things for nothing 
and the State or Federal Government 
aren’t going to help counties who 
aren't interested enough in their own 
children to put forth a little effort 
themselves. And until the people of 
the county are made to realize how 
much this would mean to the chil¬ 
dren of our county nothing much is 
apt to be done. 

The board decided to ask the State 
Welfare Board, through Miss Cham¬ 
bers, to establish a district office here 
in West Liberty and if this is done the 
state would send us a trained welfare 
worker and would pay her salary, 
but Morgan county would have to 
furnish office space and money for 
Welfare Service and a stenographer. 

! We have the office space and its 
equipment promised, but the neces¬ 
sary money for a stenographer’s sal¬ 
ary and expenses must be raised, 
either by the county or through our 
civic organizations or private indi¬ 
viduals or money making projects.

Fertilizing Potatoes 

Since a largq crop of potatoes re- 
| move so much plant food from the 
| soil, the three plant food elements, 
: nitrogen, phosphorus and potassium, 
I are needed. Usually a 5-10-5 formula 
I is satisfactory; that is, 5 percent of 
nitrogen,

10 percent of phosphorus 
acid, and 5 percent of potash. It is 
not advisable to use more than 750 
pounds of fertilier per acre. 

Nitrogen should be used cautiously 
because too much of it will cause 
rank top growth and light setting of 
timbers. On the other hand prompt 
vigorous plant growth is obtained 
mainly through an adequate supply 
of nitrogen. Fresh manure should 


Ornamental Snow Guards 

Snow guards, small irons that are 
secured to the roof, often serve the 
double duty of being ornamental as 
well as preventing property damage 
from falling snow. Most snow guards 
are easily applied and can be used 
on either metal or slate roofs. On 
metal roofs the irons are riveted to 
the sheathing. Those used on slate 
roofs are riveted on iron plates 
which go under the slate. Installa¬ 
tion of snow guards is one of many 
small improvements which protect 
the home during the v. nter months.
